Besides, in the present state of world affairs, where the moron is in the driver's seat, 
phantasies are far preferable to reading the daily newspaper accounts of the imbecile actions of 
people who should know better, but don't.

From 
there on it ‘is up to you. Don't brag about your degree ‘You will find that lots of lads who 
never went to college have probably forgotten more than you ever knew. In consolation, how 
‘ever, remember that in the business of making a living. you have a head start over most people.

THE AMBITION OF A COLLEGE GRADUATE 
by Thomas H Hardie 


‘The main ambition of almost every person is to earn a decent living. Other ambitions, 
such as to travel, to achieve fame, to attain a position of influence. etc.*are secondary. But 
‘the. desire. to make a decent living is uppermost in the minds of those who have a career ahead. 
of them As a rule, the money which a decent job brings determines whether one will enjoy the 
secondary ambitions or not. ilowever. there is the dangerous possibility that this ambition 
will develop into selfishness, a ruthless desire to get ahead. to make money at any cost. 


‘The interests of the individual and those of society should not conflict. I think 
that those who have had the benefits of a college education should bear this in mind. ‘They 
should have no ambition that will not be in accordance with the-interests of society, as they 
will be in the strategic positions in law. education. commerce, industry, medecine, etc. and 
will therefore have much influence in determining the welfare and well - being of the majority 
of the people. What these leaders decide to do will often be the result of ambitions formed 
a long time before.. If a doctor's ambition is to amass a fortune there will be. many‘who will: 
be prevented from enjoying good health; if a lawyer is desirous of gaining: wealth, he will not 
bother with those who have little money - Service to those requiring it should be the motto of 


college graduates. Ii they, who have the education and training, do not ‘live by that ideal, 
-who will? 


Our way of life has not yet reached the ideal.-and we. the college graduates, should 

not succumb to the nonsence being propagated to the effect that this is the best of all 
3sibl ld We should b both - h : wh i b | i 

possible worlds. We shou e active, both-in showing where improvements may be made and in 
helping to make them. Woe to us when and if we regard present conditions - economics, politic- 
al, social, etc., - as being static. There are forces that tend to prevent improvements in 
these different spheres.. These unprogressive forces must be faced and overcome success in 
this can only be achieved by people whose ambitions are‘over and above the purely personal.. 


College graduates should exert greater influence directly or indirectly, than those 
who are not graduates (in spite of notable exceptions) “those who have completed their college 
education should remember this in thinking of their future careers, hopes and ambitions. No 
graduate-can be pardoned for having no greater ambition than that of his own personal success

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(necessary: and useful though it may be). ‘The college graduate has no right to look upon learn- 
ing as the private property of any one group; throughout history, numerous examples may be 
found of the educated forming a closed classwith selfishly guarded rights and privileges, 
forcing the vast majority of people to live lives of ignorance, superstition and hardship. 


The graduate should not take from the unleamed; he should give to them. Civiliza- 
tion is for all; the accumulated wisdom of the years gone by, and the benefits of scientific 
advance should be spread amongst everybody. this will be like. the sowing of seeds over a 
large fertile field - the return will be many times that sown. 


As college graduates, we should have some idea of the value of learning. We should 
understand the great. liberating and emancipating power of knowledge. Our ambitions should be 
built upon that basic assumption that those who have an education have certain duties and 
obligations. It.is not only in the political spheres that rights and privileges imply respons- 
ibilities, but throughout all spheres of intellectual endeavour. (Graduates should look upon 
‘themselves as holdine learning in trust for others. ‘the individualistic aims of a college 
eracuate should be subordinated to the more socially related ones. 


While it is of supreme importance for graduates to help in directing different phases 
of the life of our country, they must avoid being dogmatic about what they do not know. 
Graduates should remember that their training and qualifications have certain limitations. It 
is not uncommon for some to make unqualified presumptions about their abilities and powers. 
Training in one field does not make a specialist in others. For some graduates, a degree 
signifies mastry of all subjects. hen one has completed his college work, he should take a 
look backwards as well as forward; he should see what courses. he has taken, and what courses 
he has not. Let it be remembered, the number of courses not taken will outnumber the ones 
taken. ‘the realization of this should cause every graduate to be humble, to realize that he 
still has a lot to learn 


In short, the ambition of a college graduate should be imbued with the following: 
that knowledge, not being the private property of any individual or proup, must be used for the 
welfare of ail; that college training does not prepare for leadership in all fields of human 
endeavour but only in that for which the graduate is trained.
